DRAMATIC DOINGS. 


Chestnut Kirk’s Pathetic and Tear-Com- 
" pelling Revival and Other 
- Theatrical Gossip. 
“CHESTNUT KIRK.” 


Never since its completion has the Grand Opera 
House been so packed by such an eager and entbusi- 
astic audience as it was on the night when the cele- 
brated and historic play, now known, out of deference 
to its extreme age. as “Chestnut Kirk,” was repro- 
duced. Years and years azo this piece was known as 
“Hazel Kirke,” and, so runs tradition, was extremely 
popuiar among the theatre-zoers of the early part of 
last century. 

The twenty thousandth performance of “Chestnut 
Kirk,” as given two weeks azo by the survivors of the 
original cast, was an event which none who saw it will 
ever be likely t0 forget. 

Long before the curtain rose the beautiful intertor of 
the Grand Opera House was overflowing with some of 
tle most ancient members of the oldest families in 
town. A conspicuous delegation from the Old Ladies’ 
Home, attended by several nurses and equipped with 
powerful ear-trumpets and lorgneties. rcpresented the 
gay and sparkling maidens who long, long ago had 
Geshed their virgin judgment on the drama when it 





was originally produced at the Madison Square 
theatre. : - : 

The orchestra chairs were occupied by paralytic 
septuagenarians, old gentlemen in the last stage of 
senile decay. lean and slippered pantaloons, and other 
relics of a vanished past. 

Great interest was aroused by the entrance into a 
proscenium-bex of the OQOsigipal Purchaser of-the- 
First-Ticket-to-Huzel-Kirk. He was carried to his 
seat by t.vo of the ushers, and was attended by bis 
family physician. A zcod deal of gatura) solidtude 
was expressed lest the exciting an? harrowing nature 
of the play, accentuated by the circumstances of its 
revival, shou'd prove too much for his venerable and 
susceptible constitution.

lines assigned as humor to the hapless comedian had 
proved fatal to his once-powertul intellect. 

When Hazel tottered on the stage, there was a mo- 
ment’s significant silence. The audicnce, mentally re- 
calling the bright and vivacious Effie Ellsler, were not 
prepared for the apparition which challenged their 
scrutiny. The dainty young girl, with her round 
cheeks, her ringing voice and her elastic step had 
vanished into the limbo of the irrevocable past. In- 
stead there was a sitender, bony, spectacied shrew, 
who had only too plainly outgrown the garments ot 
the period in which she first appeared as Mr. Mac- 
kaye's o'er-virtuous heroine. Lank, cork-screw curls 
dangled from beneath her hat, her nose and chin gave 


signs of by-and-by coming to a sharp encounter, and 
she leaned, in true spinster fashion, upong a green and 
bulging gingham umbrella. 

It was hard, very hard, to recognize Hazel Kirk in 
this antiquated personage ; but when her identity was 
established thé aged folk in the auditorium grected 
her as heartily as they could. 

The kind-hearted and self-sacrificing Squire, Aaron 
Rodney, had undergone.an even greater transform :- 
tion. Tustead of mellow:ng witb age, he bad grown

His once Gainty beard was coarse, 
wiry and grizzled, and, worst and most unromantic of

historic curse. The old veteran’s thin and piping 
tones were heard with great difficulty, whereas the 
voice of the prompter was only too audible, but his 
aged compeers knew it was Dunstan in his great act 
and rattled their dry bones in enthusiastic approval 
and congratulation.

Freshmen Ewing, Warren, and Pichkard; Sophomores 
Herriman, Harris, Wilson, Richards, Ward, Stevens 
Plumb and Requier. It was a signal victory tor the 
sophs, but they bad organization, trickery, and ex- 
perience. Aout one-third of the freshmen were ab- 
sent. At theconclusion otf the performance the grounds 
were strewed with clothing, and the older classmen 
divided their garments with the participants. The 
policemen, who began to enjoy the struggle after it had 
commenced, took beer with all hands and went away 
satisfied. After the rush was over there was a tri- 
umpbal march, which wound up in Fritz’s saloon, on 
Fiftieth street, where much beer was consumed. 


DIED IN HER SIN. 








Miunie Brooks and her husband, Giles Hunt, keepers 
of ,a low dive near the corner of Polk and Dear- 
born streets, Chicago, were stabbed on Oct. 4, by Joe 
Williams, a colored visitor at the house. Hunt died 
twenty-four hours later frum the effects of his wounds, 
and the woman breathed ber last at 4 o’clock the next 
morning. Williams is under arrest. He claims that 
the stabbing was done in self-defense, as Mrs. Brooks 
had drawn a revolver on him bef.re he attacked her. 

The quarrel resulted from an attempt to eject 
Williams, who, after stabbing the mistress of the 
house, attacked the husband fiercely, and whep found 
by the police, some hours later, was stillin a murder- 
ous mood. Minnie Brooks gained notoriety two years 
ago by suddenly reforming and setting up ua retuge for 
fallen women, which she called the “Rehoboth 
Home.” For a year she was consistent in her change 
of life, then, pinched by poverty, she suddenly mar- 
ried her former colored paramour, Hunt, and resumed 
herold ways.

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‘A FUSILLADE IN THE STREETS. 


A Lively Fight Among Si Sicilians With Desdly 
Weapons. 


[Subject of Illustration. ] 

At about 9 o'clock on the night of Oct. 9 the loud re- 
port of a heavy calider pistol--hot rang out in Roose- 
velt street, near Madison, followed quickly by another, 
and t en by arapi.l fusillade of six or seven shots. 
Policeman Mangan of the Oak street station ran to 
the scene. When he reached Louis Rigo’s saloon, at 
27 Roosevelt street, he saw gunpowder smoke blowing 
ut ofthe open door and transom. In the doorway 
leaned a soang Italian, and acruss the street under a 
lamp-pcest lay aman in the agony of death. By his 
Side was an enormous ivory-handled revolver. It was 
cocked, but none of the barrels was discharged. The 
strects were thronsed, and a great crowd instantly 
gathered. : 

In the meantime the young Italian in the doorway 
walked into the empty saloon with the remark: “Me 
shot, too,” and jay down on the floor. A Chambers 
Street Hospital ambalance arrived, and the attendant 
pronounced the man on the sidewalk dead. The 
wounded man was taken to ths hospital. A ‘bullet had 
barely grazed bis abdomen. He gave the name of 
Laigi Dealga, and his residence as &4 James street, 
which is a saloon and cheap lodying-house, and in 
which Dealga is known as a quiet, dressy little barber, 
twenty-two years ofage. . 

The dead man was a tal!, powerfully-built Italian, 
with swartby complexion and black Victor Emanuel 
} mustache. There was a bullet-hole and asmali stain 
of blood through his colored shirt exactly over his 
heart. There was another bullet-uele in- his neck, 
from which he bad bled profusely. The mystery that 
usually surrounds Italian fracases surrounds this one. 
The only person the police succeeded in capturing was 
the barkeeper, Ricardo Schimittasse. His story is 
that there were about twelve in the party, mcstly 
Sicilians. They came into the saloon at: about 8 
o’cluck and drank beer ior an hour. They were 
friendly and laughed together, calling: each other 
“cousin” and otber pames indicating relationsbip. 
Tney bad nincty-tbree drinks. When they cameto pay 
they bad not quite enough money and promised to set- 
tie on Saturday. They were known to be barbers 
ané other workmen and they were trusted. The bar- 
keeper professed to know them by sight only. Ine 
stantly alter they went out the shooting began. The 
barkeeper ran to the door, ang found a duel in prog- 
ress in which nearly all tuok part. This was all the 
barkeeper professed to know. 

There was a rumor that Lonentia, the man who was 
killed, went to the saloon for the purpose of attacking 
the betrayer of his daughter; that the betrayer was in 
the crowd in the saloon, and, suspecting Lonentia’s 
object, opened fire on him.

SWALLOWED BY BY THE SEA. 


Ten Men Drowned in in Lake Michigan, Near 
Chicago. 


[Subject of (ustrat‘on.] 








water tunnel for the village of Hyde Park, south of 
Chicago, were drowned in plain view of the village at 
6 o'clock on the morning of Oct. & Thirteen men 
were employed upon the work of sinking tife tunnel 
and constructing a new crib at a point in Lake Michi- 
gan. Above the crib bad been constructed about forty 
feet square, supported by poles bound together by 
heavy chains. Upon tbe platform bad been built a 
small cabin, in which the men slept and had their 
meais, having lived there for the past three weeks. 
The platform was supported by heavy timbers resting 
on piles. About 5 o’clock the sea ¢ccame- so heavy 
that portions of the platform were washed away.

The storm continued to increase‘in fury and finally 
@ great wave struck the cabin and-earried it fairly into 
the boiling sea, and witb it everg¥ man upon the frail 
structure. Twelve of the men suggeeded in climbing 
upon the huge stringers, lying face down, with their 
arms around the beams. They awaited the arrival of 
assistance, but every moment increased their danger, 
and the waves with ternble force tore them one by 
one from their anchorage until only eight remained. 

In the meantime the crew of the Chicago lifesaving 
station bad been advised of their situation and were 
dispatched to their rescue. They arrived atthe scene 
about 11 o’clock, and when they were within throwing 
distance a line was made fast, by almost drowning the 
men, to the timbers and made tight from the boat. 
Then the eight surviving attempted the fedt of work- 
ing through the surfto the boat, but only four suc- 
ceeded in making tbe journey. One of the men 
wasted off succeeded with the aid ofa plank in reack- 
fog the sbore. The others were swallowed up by the 
angry sea, and their bodies have not yet been recov- 
ered. 


THE GALLANT DEED OF OF A RAILROAD MAN.

Harvie Foster, 
a ctheckman, seeing her danger, rushed to her rescue. 
He bastily caughtupthe woman and started across 
thetrack. Before he succeeded, however, they were 
struck by the locomotive and knovked down. Miss 
Wallace was tbrown insuch a position that the 
whecls ran over and tore her in such a trigbtful-man- 
ner tbat she died almost instantly. Foster, as well as 
the woman, was dragged for a considerable distance 
and bis legs were so badly mangled and crushed that 
it is doubtful if he can recover.

tarm can best be described by likening ‘it to that of a pretzel. 
The clud-house stands on a hill which rises between the angle 
formed in the center of the pretzel. After the korses pass the 
bluff they disappear from sight fora quarter of a mile. As by 
making the turns skillfully riders can save lengths upon lengths, 
there is always a scramble among the jockeys at the turns, and 
riding becomes positively dangerous, It is a wonder that acci- 
dents have not occurred there before.
